Ston since the charges had been 
dropped. The text of Folsom’s 
statement read as follows:

The steps that must be fol- 
lowed in order for the Bill to 
be passed in the Senate are as 
follows: 

1. Myself, as one of the 
State Senators from Coffee 
County and Senator Dudley 
Perry who serves part of 
Coffee Countv. must request 
that the Bill proceed out of. 
the Committee. 

2. If and when this is done, 
the Bill theoretically could get 
its second reading in the Sen- 
ate on a normal legislative 
day. 

3. Then the Bill could get 
its third reading on another 
legislative day and the Bill

This problem has 
been with us for 70 years and 
there are many opinions as toa 
solution. 

I want to state very clearly

I have asked the University

Also, I have been in con- 
tact with Senator Allen’s office 
in Washington to see if federal 
funding is available for a 
courthouse. It is just common 
sense that we know exactly as 
many facts as possible before 
we commit ourselves todo any- 
thing -- especially a large 
undertaking as the courthouse 


project. 

Let’s take a look at Bill 
No. 29 and assume it passes 
all of its steps. What happens 
then? The County Commission 
must and will have to build a 
courthouse during a specified 
time as is spelled out in the 
Bill, the location being New 
Brockton, The locating of a 
courthouse in New Brockton 
is ok with me personally and 
the time frame for construct- 
ion of the courthouse can be 
changed by amendment in the 
Senate. I am not opposing the 
locating of one cou”thouse in 
New Brockton; however, the 
people should know that mini- 
mum standards must exist for 
any consideration or participa- 
tion of federal funding.

3. If the council concurs with 
these recommendations and the 
Chief agrees to them, then I, 
Robert Folsom, Mayor of Elba, 
Alabama, hereby agree to re- 
instate Chief Johnston as Chief 
of Police of Elba, Alabama at 
the next regular meeting of the 
Elba City Council.”’ 


Councilman Jimmy Wise 
presented copies of a signed 
statement from Johnston. It 
read as follows: 


“Gentlemen: 

I have today been exonerat- 
ed of any wrong doing or mis- 
conduct in connection with the 
I.D. Cooper matter by the 
District Court of Coffee County. 
As you probably know the 
District Court dismissed the 
charge on the suggestion by 
Mr. Cooper that he did not 
wish to prosecute or pursue 
the matter. The District 
Court complied with Mr. 
Cooper’s request and the en- 
tire matter concluded. 

“I have always tried to do 
my duty not only as a police- 
man but also as a_ Christian 
gentleman. I shall continue to 
do so. I trust that with the 
clearing of my good name by 
the District Court that this 
entire unfortunate episode is 
concluded, 

“Respectfully, 

M. W. JOHNSTON” 


Prior to the first meeting 
it was learned by the city of- 
ficials that Johnston had had 
a long talk with Mr. Clermon 
Hanchey, who had acted for the 
Coopers at the Tuesday night 
council meeting and at the 
courthouse Friday. It was un- 
derstood that this talk had ser- 
ved the purpose of the apology 
in the eyes of the council. 
Therefore after amending the 
statement to put Johnston to 
work immediately, Folsom ad- 
journed the meeting. 

Immediately he reopened the 
discussion and asked those sit- 
ting in the room or standing in 
the hall if they had anything to 
say. John Robert Smith said, ‘‘I 
think the Mayor owes Chief 
Johnston an apology and I just: 
wonder if you’re going todoit?”’ 

Mayor Folsom told Smith 
he thought that was between 
Johnston and himself and he 
thought he was a big enough 
man to carry out his duties as 
mayor. He told Smith he didn’t 
expect it was any of his affair 
anyway. Folsom’s voice trailed 
off then but he apparently said 
something about already having 
done this (apoligize).

Walden added, ‘‘It is a personal 
thing and I have been one of 
those victims myself’. He! 
said he was speaking up be- 
cause he felt it was his duty 
to tell the people what he knew 
and they didn’t. 

Also Walden noted that THE 
ELBA CLIPPER had warned 
against a ‘“‘hatchet job’’ on John- 
ston and urged that this news- 
paper editor, ‘‘sees that 1 don’t 
get a hatchet job myself’.

When an employer has an 
employee whose drinking prob- 
lem is causing him to miss 
work and is lowering his pro- 
ductivity, he is on the prover- 
bial “horns of a dilemma” 
The employee, realizing the 
stigma which is attached to 
the alcoholic and fearful for his 
job, is, needless to Say, re- 
luctant to admit the problem 

But the boss, also realizing 
the stigma, is reluctant to ad- 
mit that his work force might 
harbor alcoholic employees 
What does he do? 

He can fire the man, of 
course, but this will cost him 
money and possible a friend, 
The employee has, on the av- 
erage, worked for the company 
for fifteen years, and time and 
money have gone into his train- 
ing and experience.

the Tseo home came, Mr. Tseo 
called for coolies to carry the 
loads. One of them brought 
two large empty bamboo bas- 
kets. Han Gie’s bedding, clo- 
thes, and books made a bed- 
ding roll. The eight-year-old 
stepped into one of the bas- 
kets and the bedding roll was 
placed in the other. 

“The coolie put his should- 
er under his carrying pole, 
lifting it, and swinging it gent- 
ly up-and down a few times to 
be sure the knots were secure. 
Then we were on our way. 

“Walking behind Chinese 
coolies is not easy for they 
take a half waik - half trot 
sort of gliding motion so their 
load will not swing. 


‘We walked about an hour 
at a time and then rested for 
ten or fifteen minutes. Once 
while we rested, Han Gie, 
asked if he could walk a 
while. His legs were cramp- 
ed from sitting in the basket 
so long. The coolie said, 
‘Walk as long as you like, 
and when you are tired, you 
can ride again.’ 

“| watched to see what_the 
coolie would do with one empty 


basket and one full one. He, 


found a stone about the size 
of one’s head, and put it in 
the basket to balance his load. 


“Later, when the boy want- 
ed to ride again, the stone was 
thrown away. And when the 
boy wanted to walk some more, 
another stone was found. This 
arrangement went on for three 
days as we walked the sixty 
miles to the school. 

“Once I asked the coolie: 
why not divide the bedding roll 
into two bundles - one for each 
basket? Why do you carry 
that useless rock? 

‘‘His answer was an example 
of homely philosophy. 

‘“No need to bother bedding 
roll,’ he said, ‘I am paid to 
carry the load. It is within my 
strength, so the weight doesn’t 
really matter - just so long 
as the load is balanced.’”’

PREP BASKETBALL SEASON NEARING END 

The high school basketball season may be drawing toa 
close, but that’s fine with me because that means the State 
tournament is right around the corner. : 

All four classes begin their Area and Regional tournaments 
next week, and for the first time in several years there are 
prohibitive favorites in three of the four classes. _ 

In Class A, Holy Family is everybody's choice to breeze 
to the title. Holy Family boasts a 21-4 record, but have yet 
to even play a team in their own class. The boys from Bir- 
mingham are ied by 6-7 Earl Banks, who is considered one of 
the “Top 5” players in the state, and return four players from 
last year’s 26-2 squad. One northern Alabama newspaper said 
Holy Family has the best team in the state in any class. Well, 
we'll find out pretty soon! : 

If Holy Family is challenged for the Class A title, the oppo- 
sition will come from South Alabama’s Region 2 and Region 3. 
In Region 2 are Red Level (1§-4), a state tourney semi-finalist 
last year, and New Brockton (15-6), a team considered by 
many to be a “Sleeping Giant” waiting to wake up and flex its 
muscles. These two teams could prove a challenge for anyone. 

In Region 3 are the powerful Clio Yellowjackets (20-3) and 
the King Kongs of Rebecca Comer (21-3). The Yellowjackets 
have the finest shooting team anywhere, and when they are 
“warm” they're tough, but when they’re “hot” they’re unbeat- 
able.

The Rams have sped to a 21-2 and haven't 
been challenged in quite some time. Last year! told everyone 
that Headland had the best team in the state, and then had to 
eaf crow when they didn’t even make it to state. So, this year 
I'll simply say Headland has a shot at the Class 2A crown. 


Up in Class 3A the overwhelming favorite has to be Thomp- 
son.

GARDENING 

Right now is an excellent 
time to plant Irish potatoes. 
We recommend any one of three 
varieties -- Red LaSoda, Pon- 
tiac, or Sebago. There is nothing 
finer than small Irish potatoes 
when they first start maturing 
in the spring and early summer. 
They are highly nutritious. 

The Green Crop variety of 
Snap beans closely resembles 
a pole bean. It is of excellent 
quality, a high yielder and it is 
a bush type bean. 

Speaking of good things to 
eat, what about trying some 
Seneca Chief sweet corn. It 
matures in about 65-70 days. 
It is high in sugar, a good yield- 
er and with a little butter, salt 
and pepper it is unbeatable as 
a sweet corn. Silver Queen is 
another variety of sweet corn 
which is white. Senaca Chief is 
yellow. Try a few rows ofthese. 
You might want to make one 
planting in early March and 
another planting some time in 
April to spread out the grow- 
ing season. 


NEMATODE CONTROL 

Many smal! gardeners need 
to treat their gardens for nema- 
todes. There are some excel- 
lent materials available now, 
both in liquid form and in the 
granular form which canbe put 
out by hand. One way to treat 
for nematodes is to turn the 
land, put out fertilizer and disk. 
After a good rain, open up the 
furrows and sprinkle the gran- 
ules in the bottom of the fur- 
row or liquid material and cover 
immediately. Leave your soil 
like this for a few days, and 
there you are ready to plant.

There will be no deficiency 
payment made to growers of 
1°76-crop upland cotton. The 
U. §S. Department of Agricul- 
ture says the national weighted 
average price received by pro- 
ducers for upland cotton during 
the 1°76 calendar year was 60.6 
cents a pound. Since this is 
above the target price of 43.20 
cents there will be no defi- 
ciency payments. 

Deficiency payments are made 
to producers when the average 
market price received by farm- 
ers for upland cotton during 
the calendar year is less than 
the established “target” price.

Houseplants are selling 
faster than hotcakes these days.

News And Comments On Agriculture In Alabama 
By J. Paul Till 


A vacant lot where a 
house once stood, A concrete 
slab where a car dealership 
once was located, A few scars 
remain but the wounds from 
a devastating killer tornado, 


which hit Brent, Ala., four’ 


years ago, are healed. 

It was a Sunday, May 27, 
1973, when many townspeo- 
ple were attending night ser- 
vices at Brent Baptist 
Church. The deadly twister 
came walking right down 
through the heart of town. It 
sliced through the middle of 
that church, leaving only the 
steeple and back part of the 
building standing. One per- 
son died in the church. 


In all, five persons were 
killed in Brent, scores in- 
jured, 42 businesses were 
destroyed and hundreds of 
homes leveled 

Brent, located in Bibb 
County, is a town of about 
2,500 people deseribed by 
Mayor Jerry Pow as “a 


strong bunch of folks.’ They 
had to be to rebuild a city in 
such a short time. And while 
there were some businesses 
and homes which weren't 
rebuilt, most were 

The town has a positive 
outlook on the future and 
there is a closeness among 
the people that can be felt 
only after joint survival 
through a crisis. 

Millard Dailey, whose 
car dealership in Brert was 
destroyed during the storm, 
was head of the National 
Guard in the small city when 
the tragedy hit. “When you 


get in trouble, your fellow- 
man will respond,” he said. 
It was that response which 
enabled the town to survive 


the crisis and to rebuild. 

A visitor to Brent today 
would never know of the 
death and destruction which 


hit four years ago. It’s a 
quiet, peaceful town and_ 
about the main thing notice- 
ably different about the 
city’s physical appearance is 
the newness of it all. The 
church is new; the city hall is 
new; many businesses are 
giew and so are many houses. 
These have been rebuilt since 
the 1978 storm. 

The town looks new and 
the people have renewed 
hopes of good things to come, 
but Mayor Pow says, "If 
another tornado hits, we 
might just relocate,”
